AN ACT to authorize George L. Rogers and R. 
A. Cook, their associates, heirs and assigns, 
to build and maintain a dam across the east 
fork of the Chippewa river in the county of 
Ashland, Wisconsin.

Maintain chute. SECTION 2. The said George L. Rogers and 
R. A. Cook, their associates, heirs and assigns, 
shall build and maintain a chute or slide in 
said dam of not less than twenty-four feet in 
width for the running of logs and timber over 
the same, which chute or slide shall be kept 
open at all times when said river is at a driv-
ing stage and there are logs or timber to be run 
over said dam. 

Fisbways. 	SECTION 3. And the said George L. Rogers 
and R. A. Cook, their associates, heirs and as-
signs, shall build and maintain in said dam a 
good and sufficient fish-way so that all fish 
may easily pass over said dam.

peal this act is hereby reserved. 

SECTION 5. This act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage and pub-
lication.
